Many Objections Are 
Found To Bill By 
Mr. Coolidge 


WASHINGTON, F.b. 25.—(AP> 
—President Coolidge today vetoed 
the McNary-Haugen 
farm 
relief 
bill. 
The 
veto 
virtually killed 
all 
hope for farm legislation at this 
session, both advocates and oppon­ 
ents of the bill having conceded 
that it will be impossible to mus 
ter the two-thirds majority in con­ 
gress necessary 
to 
override the 
president's disapproval. 
The president said in a special 
message to the senate that he de­ 
clined to approve the bill because 
“the measure discriminates defi­ 
nitely agpiast products which make 
up what has been universally con­ 
sidered a program of safe farm 
ing.” 
“The bill singles? out a few pro­ 
ducts, chiefly sectional/' he said, 
“and proposes to raise the prices 
of those regardless of the fact that 
thousands of other farmers would 
be directly penalised." 
“The chief objection to the bill 
la that it would hot benefit the 
farmer/’ President Coolidge con­ 
tinued, “whatever may be the tem­ 
porary influence of arbitrary in 
terference, no one can deny that 
4n the long'run, prices will be gov 
emed by the law of supply and 
demand. 
To expect 
to increase 
prices and then to maintain them 
on a higher level by means of a 
plan which must of necessity in 
crease production, while decreas­ 
ing consumption, is to fly in the 
face of an economic law as well 
established as any law of nature. 
Experience shows that high prices 
in any given year mean greater 
acreage the next year.” 
The message 
declared 
the bill 
was economically unsound, skice 
it would 
be 
unlikely 
that* sur­ 
plus could always be exported. 
“Increased production on the one 
hand, coupled with decreased do­ 
mestic consumption on the other 
would mean an* increased export­ 
able surplus to be dumped on the 
world market,” said the president 
“This, in turn, would mean a con­ 
stantly decreasing world price un­ 
til the point was reached where the 
world price was sufficiently low 
so that even thoughpnereased by 
our 
tariff 
duties, 
commodities 
would flow inter this country in 
large quantities/' 
The 
bitter 
disappointment of 
farm bloc leaders over President 
Coolidge's veto of the McNary- 
Haugen farm relief bill was coupl­ 
ed today with a warning th*t the 
fight had not ended. 
Though 
thtfte 
is no 
hope or 
action at this session, the measure 
seems certain to come back before 
senate and house next winer and 
many political leaders expect to 
aee it carried prominently into the 
1928 political campaign. 
Senator MoNary said: 
“It is not a permament set-back. 
The fight 
will be 
renewed and 
continued 
until 
agriculture 
Is 
Placed on a level with other indus­ 
tries.^ ; 
Representative Haugen said:

Mrs. Early last was seen Suffdayi 
by a friend, Mrs. Cecil Dean, who

Mrs. Early went 
riding 
Sunday 
with friends,”

plaintiff in an action to compel the 
university to reinstate her. 
The suit brought by Miss An­ 
thony is the first of its kind ever 
instituted against Syracuse univer­ 
sity and, as far as the 
records 
show, the first of its kind to 
be 
brought against any institution of 
learning, it is said. 
The action involves a fine ques­ 
tion of law, and a decision 
will 
determine whether a university or 
other institutions of learning may 
summarily dismiss a student with­ 
out just cause after the 
student 
has. attended for some length of 
time and successfully 
met 
the 
scholastic requirements! 
Asks Faculty To Expiate 
The plaintiff, in addition to de­ 
manding her reinstatement as 
a 
student, is also asking that the 
faculty of the university 
explain 
the reasons 
for 
her 
dismissal, 
which, she alleges, she has never 
been ab(e to obtain. 
The university board o f trustees 
is fighting the suit to preserve 
a 
principle and maintain a 
rule 
of 
the university, taking the position 
that the dismissal of Miss Anthony 
was wholly 
within 
the right of 
the faculty and in accordance with 
the rules governing the acceptance 
or dismissal of any student. 
It contends that attendance at 
the uniYersity is “a privilege and 
not a right, and in order to safe­ 
guard its scholarship and atmos­ 
phere the university retake* the 
right to request the withdrawal of

Britain says she sends the ship with no thought 
of breaking the Monroe Doctrine and America 
trust» Britain, but the fact that an European na­ 
tion is preparing to enter the western hemis­ 
phere with force, whether for protection or for 
Increased power, throws a scare into the hearts 
of serious minded Americans. 
The American government is principally con­ 
cerned with keeping the nation prosperous, but 
the government will not lose sight of the fact 
that American traditions must be kept inviolate. 
America Will not tolerate interference in Cen­ 
tral American affairs by an outside nation, she 
would he foolish to do so, with her Mexican and 
Canadian borders open at all times to sorties of 
an overnight enemy. 
America does not want war with any nation, 
America has never sought war, but neither has 
America been found running away when war 
seemed imminent. 
Britain should do well ,to con­ 
sult her own mind before she attempts to sweep 
into tho western nation, powerful nation that 
America is, whether on a mission of protection, 
or on a miaaion of testing the strength of an over­ 
fat America with relation to government solidity 
behind the Monroe Doctrine.

Yesterday, news dispatches told of the middle 
age methods still in force in the vast heathen 
nation, now undergoing what is believed to be a 
western revolution, a revolution which will bring 
western ideas to the Oriental country. China has 
just beheaded 30 workmen who participated in a 
strike walkout. 
Can you see what is expected of America in 
China? 
Can you see the value of Christian main­ 
tained missions in China?

religion in that giant of the east China comes 
now the story of beheading of 80 workmen be­ 
cause they chose to join a strike.

Your Income Tax 


When by reason of illness or 
absence from home additional timo 
Is required for filing an income tax 
return, application should be made 
to the collector of internal revenue 
for the district in which the tax­ 
payer files his 
return, 
together 
With a full recital for the causes 
for the delay. Except in the case 
of taxpayers who are abroad, no 
extension may be granted for mote 
than six months. The request must 
be made before the return is due 
—March 15, 1927, if the return is 
made on the calendar year basis. 
An extension of time for filins 
the return does not extend the 
time for payment of tho tax, or 
any 
installment 
thereof, unless 
so specified in the extension. The 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
may extend the time of payment 
of the amount tk termined as the 
tax by the taxpayer, or any in- 
stallent thereof, for a period not 
to exceed six months from the pre­ 
scribed date. 
Application for such an exten­ 
sion should be made to the com­ 
missioner through tho collector of 
internal revenue for the district 
in which the taxpayer's return is 
filed, who will make proper re­ 
cord thereof, and forward it im­ 
mediately 
to the 
commissioner. 
Tho application should set forth 
under oath the specific reason for 
desiring an extension, and should 
clearly indicate what hardship, if 
any, would result if tho extension 
were not granted. The commission­ 
er will not consider an application 
for an extension unless made on 
or before the due date of the tax 
or installment thereof for which 
the extension is desired. A request 
for an extension of time fa»* pay­ 
ment of one installment doc i not 
operate to procure a extension for 
payment 
of subsequent 
install­ 
ments.

By International News Service 
WASHINGTON,—There is one- 
man in official life in Washington 
beside whom Calvin 
Coolidge is

When he^and 
Mr. Coolídgí get together the sil­ 
ence is said to be deafening. 
Sargent, long, lean and craggy,, 
took charge of the Department nt 
Justice at a time when: that De­ 
partment needed a long period of 
quiet and absence from the front 
page. For two years it had been 
hammered from pillar to post, in 
congress and in the press^ and it 
yearned for quiet. 
* If he didn't 
brmg anything eteo to the Depart­ 
ment Sargent did bring c^ükl. 


One of his first rules was that 
no employe of 
the 
Department 
should be caught concersin? with 
a minion of the press on pain of 
ipstant decapitation. 
He directed 
ail newspaper men be directed to 
him when making inquiries about 
tho activities of the Department. 
Whereupon he retired to Ids office 
and refused to see inquirers. 
The result of all this is that you 
can walk into the Department of 
Justice today and ray to the eleva­ 
tor starter: 
“Good morning, nice day, eh?” 
Th© starter will look carefully 
around, and if he doesn’t see the 
lanky figure of A. G. camouflag­ 
ing himself as a pillar, 
he 
may 
reply nervously: 
“I can’t say, you’ll havo to see 
the Attorney Gsncral for all infor­ 
mation.*’

If, perchance, he should see one 
of the pillars move, he won’t even 
say that. He will juat preserve a 
haughty silence. 
Mr. Sargent has many critics in 
congress. Occasionally they break 
forth and charge that Mr. Sargent 
has never done anything else but

chinery. He is from Vermont, and 
he and Mr.
